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tw Discipline « Darkness

A profound and practical truth 
is in the statement, “Never doubt 
in the dark what God told you in 
the light.” This statement implies 
that it is possible for the child of 
God to “be filled with the knowl- 
edge of his will in all wisdom and 
Spiritual understanding” (Col. 
1:9), and “understanding what the 
will of the Lord is’ (Eph. 4:17). 
We are admonished in Romans 
12:1, 2 to be living sacrifices, not 
conformed to this world, but 
“transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove 
what is the good and acceptable 
and perfect will of God.” It is 
entirely possible for the child of 
God in the light of the Word, by 
the gracious guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, and by obedience to the 
light given by God, to be informed 
of the will of God, much as the 
Apostle Paul was told, “Be of good 
cheer, Paul: for as thou hast tes- 
tified of me in Jerusalem, so must 
thou bear witness also at Rome” 
(Acts 23:11). After such revela- 
tion of the will of God, there seems 
to come with eternal inevitability 
“the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth” (I Peter 1:7). 
Paul was a prisoner, suffered ship- 
wreck, and was given up for dead 
before he reached Rome, but he. 
arrived, according to the promise 
of God. This trial of faith provides 
the discipline of darkness for the 
child of God, that he may learn 
to trust his Father in the shadow 
as well as in the sunshine. 

Joseph learned this discipline of 
darkness. In the quiet shelter of 
his childhood home had come to 
know by dreams and visions that 
he was to have a place of preem- 
inence among his older brothers. 
His pathway led through envy, 
hatred, and rejection by these 
brothers, who sold him into slav- 
ery in Egypt. Menial service and

murderous misrépresentation were 
his lot in Potiphar’s house, and in 
the prison he was forgotten by 
men, but not by God. He endur- 
ed the discipline of darkness be- 
cause “until the time that his word 
came to pass, the word of the 
Lord tried him” (Ps. 105:19—R. 
V.) That discipline sweetened him 
so that at the summit of his suc- 
cess, when all Egypt was subject 
to his word, he could say to his 
brethren, “But as for you, ye 
thought evil against me; but God 
meant it unto good, to bring to 
pass as it is this day, to save 
much people alive’ (Gen. 50:20). 

Jeremiah came to know the dis- 
cipline of darkness. When mis- 
understood and misrepresented by 
others, he received the assurance 
of his Lord, “Verily it shall be 
well with thy remnant; verily I 
will cause the enemy to entreat 
thee well in the time of evil and in 
the time of affliction ... They 


shall fight against thee, but they

“There were afternoon services 
in the City Rescue Mission when 
Evangelist Rice was definitely 
the Bible teacher. Here Christians 
were profoundly stirred as_ the 
speaker expounded the Word in 
his plain, humble way; the room 
was filled again and again. There 
were night prayer meetings which 
continued most of the night. 
Teams went with Dr. Rice to 
many of the high schools, grade 
schools and to various organiza- 
tions of the community. 

“There were 391 cards signed in 
the evening services by ones who 
came forward in clear-cut decis- 
ions for Christ. More than that 
number signified their decision in 
other group meetings. And re- 
ports are coming in from the great 
number who did not make public 
expression; these found peace in 
Christ and are now living changed 
lives and are definitety’ in the 
Lord’s service.

“Dear Brother Rice: 

“Last night in our prayer meet- 
ing we discussed ways in which we 
might profit from the evangelistic 
campaign which you recently con- 
ducted in Memorial Hall. I think 
you would be interested in hear- 
ing some of the reaction. One 
lady from another church said 
that she had been under a cloud 
for several weeks and this cam 
paign lifted her from the depths. 
She has been many years a Chris- 
tian. Another said that your ex- 
pository preaching had made much 
of the Bible plainer to her. We 
all have felt that our visitation 
evangelistic campaign will bear 
much fruit because of these meet- 
ings. We have felt that an ines- 
timable good has been accomplish- 
ed in the city of Dayton because 
of this campaign.

In the midst of our heavy bur- 
dens we have many great bless- 
ings. Letters come from all over 
the world to The Sword of the 
Lord office, many of them worth 
more than their weight in gold.

“Ansbach, Bavaria, 26th 
- August, 1946 
“Déar Sir: 

“IT hope you will excuse me if I 
write some words to you. 

We have been 
expulsed from our native country, 
in spite of having not been Nazis! 
All what we possessed we have 
lost, and the worst—since May 
1945 we have not known any- 
thing about our one son. 

“And in this despairing condi- 
tion I got—like a present from 
Heaven—-your -booklet, Bible Facts 
About "leaven. I read it through 
at one sitting... And so did my 
wife, too. It gave us much com- 
fort. We are now convinced, 
that ‘Earth has no sorrow that 
Heaven cannot heal.’ 

“And therefore I fee] myself 
compelled to say you many thanks 
for this your book, that gave peace 
to our hearts. I should like that 
many people could read it, and 
find the same comfort as we did. 

“Once more our many thanks!

What American chaplain or 
Christian doughboy gave to this 
troubled family my little booklet, 
Bible Facts About Heaven?

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God Will Provide 
Himself A Lamb 


(Continued from Page 1) 


we see Isaac asking his father, 
“Where is the lamb?” Abraham 
knew. God had said to him, 
“Take now thy son, thine only 
s0n Isaac, whom thou lovest... 
and offer him.” We can imagine 
the raging’ struggle in_ that 
father’s heart. But we only hear 
Abraham say, “My son, God will 
provide himself a lamb.” 

Why did Abraham say this 
nineteen centuries before Christ? 
His answer pierces twenty misty 
centuries and points to Calvary: 
“My son, God will provide himself 
a lamb.” 

Seeking answer to our question 
we note: 


I. God Alone Could Provide 


a Lamb 
Why? Because man’s. 8in 
wronged God. Sin is primarily 
offense against God. It is not 


just against man. Sin does not, 
first of all, put you wrong before 
your neighbor or before society; 
it puts you wrong before God. 

We see this in the life of King 
David. When that great soul fell 
into sin he committeed two ter- 
rible wrongs. He committed 
adultery with Bathsheba, and 
then murdered her husband in an 
attempt to hide his first sin. 

But God’s prophet’ stabbed 
David with deep conviction when 
he said, “Thou are the man.” 
David cried to God for cleansing 
and forgiveness. And he declared, 
“Against thee, and thee only, have 
I sinned, and done this evil in 
thy sight.” Yes, man’s sin strikes 
at God. 

a. Therefore, if God is to freely 
forgive man, God must pay the 
penalty of man’s sin. It is like 
this. Suppose a friend loans me 
$1,000 and I give a note calling 
for payment at the end of one 
month. But when the note falls 
due I cannot pay. Let us imagine 
that the friend says kindly, “I 
know you have had hard luck and 
I freely forgive you the debt of 
$1,000.” He takes the note and 
tears it into bits. That would be 
nice, eh? But now a question: 
Who actually paid the $1,000 that 
I might go scott-free? Did I pay 
it, or my friend? Think. My 
friend paid it, of course! He had 
to absorb the loss in order to 
freely forgive me.. So God must 
absorb the penalty of man’s sin 
in order to freely forgive’ the 
sinner. 


A True Story 

During the Boxer uprising in 
China the wife and two children 
of a Christian Chinese, Mr. Kuo, 
were cruelly murdered, Following 
the rebellion the murderer was 
caught. What should be Mr. Kuo’s 
attitude toward this man? He 
wished to act as a Christian. 
Since he could not read, he hired 
another man to read the Bible 
to him. Together they went 
through the New Testament. The 
day of the trial came. Witnesses 
clearly identified the prisoner as 
the murderer. He had been seen 
with some Boxer companions to 
enter Mr. Kuo’s court. While the 
companions plundered the house 
and beat the mother, the prisoner 
had killed the baby and another 
child hiding behind a huge earth- 
enware jar. 

At last the magistrate turned 
and asked Mr. Kuo to suggest the 


sentence that should be  pro- 
nounced. All eyes turned to Mr. 
Kuo. He said, “I am a Christian. 


As such I must live according to 
the precepts of the Holy Book. 
The Holy Book tells me to for- 
give my enemies. This is my 
guidance. I am bound to follow 
ig 
Guilty But Free 

The magistrate remonstrated, 
saying such a thing was absolute- 
ly unheard of. Mr. Kuo insisted 
quietly, “As far as I personally 
am concerned, I must abide by 
the Holy Book.” The crowd held 
its breath in amazement. Res- 
olutely the official raised his 
head. Slowly and distinctly he 
pronounced the sentence. “Guilty. 
The prisoner is guilty of the mur- 
der of Kuo’s two children. But be- 
cause of his firm belief in Christ 
and his earnest desire to follow 
Him, Kuo forgives the murderer, 


of his children fully and freely. 
Release the prisoner.” 

Of course we know that the 
Bible commands the death pen- 
alty for murder and Christians 
should cooperate with the law to 
see that sin is punished, but as 
far as personal hate is concerned, 
Christians should forgive. 


This story is true. Again, the 
question: “Who actually paid 
the price of that sin in order that 
the prisoner might go free? 
Plainly, Kuo paid it. His the 
childless, cheerless home. His the 
heartaches and loneliness. He suf- 
fered the full losse of the horrible 
crime in order that the murderer 
might go free. 

Calvary Had to Be 

Thus you see how empty is 
the question, “Why did not God 
just forgive man with a wave of 
the hand?”’ Real forgiveness does 
not come that way. Never under 
such circumstances could Paul 
have penned the words about 
God, “That he might be just, and 
the justifier of him which be- 
lieveth in Jesus” (Rom. 3:26). 
Calvary had to be. 


Also you see how wrong is the 
notion that Jesus was an unre- 
lated third person dragged in 
to take the “rap” for man’s sin. 
True, Jesus was innocent, but He 
was not an unrelated third per- 
son. He was God. My Bible de- 
clares “that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto him- 
self” (II Cor. 5:19). 


Yes, God alone could provide 
the lamb. Why? 


b. Because this lamb must be 
infinite and sinless. In order t@ 
bear a world’s sin. He must have 
infinite capacity for sinbearing. 
In order for Him to meet in be- 
half of others the claims of God's 
holy law, He must Himself be 
perfectly sinless. The law must 
have no claim upon Him. 


Let us imagine three bank 
robbers. They have been caught 
and convicted of their crime. Sent- 
ence is about to be pronounced. 
Then one steps forward and says 
to the judge, “Your Honor, we 
are three guilty men. But let me 
take the rap and do $ghe stretch 
for my buddies.” The judge 
might answer, “Sir, I recognize 
your generosity, but I must re- 
ject your request on two counts: 
First, you yourself are guilty. 
The law has its own just claims 
upon you. Second, even if this 
were not true, you could only 


take the place of one of your 
friends for you are but a man.” 
You see the bank robber was 
neither sinless nor infinite. But 
Jesus was both. 

Listen, friend! Whether you 


fully fathom it or not, the Bible 
igs very plain on these points. In 
six hours on Calvary, God’s Lamb 
suffered an eternity in Hell for 
every human. What depths of 
agony! “My God, My God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” Oh 
what a cry was this, torn from 
those bruised lips! 


Yea, once Immanuel’s orphan 
cry, 
This universe hath shaken. 
It went up single, echoless 
In the midst of a lost creation, 
That of the lost, not one need use 
That cry of desolation, 


II. God Did Provide a Lamb 


God provided a lamb to sacri- 
fice for your sins. How plainly 
Isaiah predicted it eight hundred 
years before Christ came. He 
says, “The Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all. He was op- 
pressed, and he was afflicted, 
yet he opened not his mouth: he 
is brought as a lamb to .the 
slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he 
openeth not his mouth.” 

An American minister in Eng- 
land during the war returned to 
tell this story. In his hotel one 
morning he was speaking with a 
young man about thirty-five 
years of age, an employee of the 
Commercial Cable Company of 
London. After giving him a mes- 
sage, he asked him, “Do you have 
a family?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Well,”” he said, “I’m interested 


in families. Have you children ?”’ 

“Yes.” 

“How many have you?” 

“We have one girl left.” 

“One left. How many did you 
have ?” . 

“He said, “We had three; two 
boys and a girl. Then came the 
German bombs, the blitz, and de- 
stroyed every home for blocks 
and blocks around. 

“They Blew Us Out, 

tore our home to bits. In the 
darkness there was terrible 
screaming and: agony. I finally 
found ‘my wife and our little girl. 
Then,” ‘he said, ‘we tried to find 
our two boys. One of. them we 
have never found’’—and that quite 
often happened, they were. s0 
blown to bits.—‘But,” he. said, 
“as we were digging—the rescu- 
ing crowd, in the ruins of our 
home—after a while I heard -the 
cry, ‘Oh papa, oh papa, oh papa, 
oh papa!’ We redoubled our ef- 
forts and soon, down under the 
rubbish, I pulled him out. He was 
covered with dust and dirt and 
blood, and as I lifted him out— 
it was in daylight—he opened his 
eyes and looked up into my face 
—he was just 4 years old—and 
he said, ‘Papa, why did they want 
to kill me? Why did they want 
to kill me?’ and closed his eyes 
and did not open them again.” 

And that father added, “Next 
day when I knelt beside his little 
white casket, I went to Calvary. 
I thought I had been there before. 
I've been a Christian, yes, ever 
since I was a child, but that 
morning I went to Calvary—I 
heard another Son cry, ‘Why did 
they want to kill me?’—I heard 
another one say, ‘My God, my 
God, why hast thou § forsaken 
me?’” 

It Was His Love 

Friend, God’s Lamb gave Him- 
self for you because he loved you. 
You say, “Did they not kill him?” 
No they did not kill Him. He 
said plainly, “I lay down my life 

. No man taketh it from me, 
but I lay it down of myself. I 
have power to lay it down and I 
have power to take it = again” 
(John 10:17-18). Paul wrote, “Let 
this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus: Who, being 
in the form of God, thought it 
not robbery to be equal with 
God: But made himself of no 
reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men: 
And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be- 


came obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross” (Phil. 2: 
5-8). 

I read a little incident that 


deeply moved me. A man whose 
business it was to butcher ani- 
mals in a packing house had a 
lamb tied ready to be killed. He 
plunged the knife in the lamb’s 
throat, the. blood gushed out on 
his hand, the lamb reached out 
with its tongue, and licked its 
own blood from his hand. “The 
cold, hard . butcher dropped his 
knife, took off his apron; and 
said, ‘ I'll never slay, I'll never 
cut the throat of another lamb.’ ” 

Why should I not be  over- 
whelmed when I see my Lamb, 
bleeding, dying, forsaken of God 
and man? Then with tenderest 
love He kisses away my sins. 
Why should I not love such a 
Saviour? Why should I not give 
Him all my heart, all my life? 
The Lamb of God binds me to 
Himself with His mighty love, 

The Eternal Lamb 

Oh, consider the Lamb of God! 
He fills the ages. We find Him 
described in the Scriptures as, 
“The Lamb slain from the foun- 
dation of the world.” Just think, 
friend, how long ago God pre- 
pared His Lamb to be your Sav- 
iour. 

We find Him in the first book 
of the Bible as we read Abra- 
ham’s inspired answer, “My son, 
God will provide himself a lamb.”’ 
We step across a thousand. years 
and still eight houndred years 
before Christ we hear Isaiah 
speaking again of this Lamb. How 
clearly the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah tells of His birth, life, 
death, burial ahd final resurrec- 
tion triumph. 

Sin Questions Settled 

And when the fullness of time 
had come God sent forth His Son 
to walk among man. John saw 
Jesus one day and said, “Behold 


the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world.” He 
answers the whole sin question. 
“And again the next day after 
John stood, and two of his disci- 
ples; And looking upon Jesus as 
he walked, he saith, Behold the 
Lamb of God!” 

Every lamb sacrificed under 
the old dispensation was simply 
a pointing finger guilding to 
Calvary yet to be. 

I bend my ear down to the 
Book, and listen, 

And back across the centuries I 
hear 

The tramping of a million little 
hoofs of lambs | 

To slaughter led. 

As in the night, when I would 
‘gleep and dream, 

I hear them, one by one; approach 
the place of: sacrifice; 
Sweet, gentle, unresisting things, 
So pure and white. | 
And then~I turn the Book and 
hold it near my heart, 


The little lambs all quiet. now, 
but, oh, I feel 
The even tread of ONE who 


walked alone— 
God's perfect Lamb. 
The footsteps cease—somewhere 
beyond the city’s walls— 
My heart picks up the surging 
of a wondrous flow 
That started from His - Broken 
heart that day 
And reached my own, 
My friend, you must face God’s 
Lamb. You may dodge Him in 
this life, despite His loving seek- 
ing. But not for always. The last 
book of the Bible shows us 


God’s Lamb in Another 
Setting 

The day of mercy has passed. 
The vials of God's wrath are be- 
ing poured out. John beheld and, 
“lo, there was a great earthquake; 
and the sun became black as sack- 
cloth of hair, and the moon be- 
came as blood; And the stars of 
heaven fell unto the earth, even 
as a fig tree casteth her untimely 
figs, when she is shaken of a 
mighty wind. And the heaven de- 
parted as .a scroll when it is 
rolled together; and every moun- 
tain and island were moved out 
of their places. And the kings of 
the earth, and the great men, and 
the rich men, and the chief cap- 
tains, and the mighty men, and 
every bondman, and every free 
man, hid themselves in the dens 
and in the rocks of the moun- 
tains; And said to the mountains 
and rocks, Fall onus, and hide 
us from the face of him that sit- 
teth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of the Lamb: For the 
great day of his wrath is come; 
and who shall be able to stand ?’’ 
(Rev. 6:12-17). Solemn, terrible 
words of God!

~The Discipline of Darkness 
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shall not prevail against thee; for 
I am with thee to save thee and 
to deliver thee, saith the Lord” 
(Jer. 15; 11, 20). After he had 
received that gracious promise, he 
went deeper into distress and dif- 
ficulty, into the dungeon, and in- 
to danger of death, both from the 
citizens of the city and from the 
enemy outside the walls. When 
the city was taken, however, Jere- 
miah heard anew, “‘But I will de- 
liver thee in that day, saith the 
Lord; and thou shalt not be given 
into the hands of the men of whom 
thou-are afraid. For I will surely 
deliver thee, and thou shalt not 
fall by the sword, but thy life 
shall be for a prey unto thee: be- 
cause thou hast put thy trust in 
me, saith the Lord” (39:17, 18). 
The dungeon was no place in which 
to doubt that deliverance was at 
hand. 


John the Baptist knew this dis- 
cipline in another way. John was 
“a burning and. shining -light” 
(John 5:35), and great multitudes 
were attracted by his fiery preach- 
ing. In the days of his popularity 
and power he said of .the Lord 
Jesus, “He must increase, but I 
‘must decrease” (John 3:30). Very 
possibly he did not know that 
“decrease” would lead to the hat- 
red of implacable Herodias, to the 
@ungeon, and finally to ignomin- 
ious death. His perplexity .in. the 
~~ darkness is expressed by his ques- 
tion sent by way of his disciples 
to the Lord, “Art thou he that. 
should come, or do. we look for 


another?” (Matt. 11:3). In re- 
sponse to such deep travail of soul 
the Lord Jesus replied, “Blessed 
is he, whosoever shall not be of- 
fended in me” (v. 6), The disci- 
pline of darkness may cause us to 
be offended, “to stumble’; but 
there is a gracious possibility 
that we can be so established in 
the will of God that we shal] not 
doubt im the dark what was told 
us in the light. 

The disciple of darkness brings 
to us haunting shadows that in- 
sinuate, “God has forgotten to be 
gracious,’”’ “God concerns not Him- 
self with you,” “God’s will would 
not bring you into the shadow,” 
“God has forsaken you because 
you have disobeyed Him,” and a 
thousand similar, subtle snares of 
Satan, On the contrary, this dis- 
cipline can show us the wonderful 
truth of Isaiah 50:10, “Who is 
among you that feareth the Lord, 
that obeyeth the voice of His 
servant, that walketh in darkness 
and hath no light? Let him trust 
in the name of the Lord, and stay 
upon his God.” The temptation is 
to give up all hope in the dark or 
else to kindle a fire of our own, 
which will prove to be loss and 
sorrow. “We find, however, as 
heart and mind are stayed upon 
the Lord, that “unto the upright 
there ariseth light in the darkness: 
he is gracious, and full of com- 
passion and _ righteous” (Psa. 
112:4).

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does. The best and simplest defi- 
nition I know for the Holy Spirit 
is this; The Holy Spirit is God 
in the human heart. 


I. Who Is the Holy Spirit? 

1. The Holy Spirit is a person. 
We are never to speak of the 
Spirit as “it,” any more than. we 
speak of Jesus or God as “it.” He 
isn't something emanating or 
flowing’ from God—He is a real 
Person. 

(1) The fact that He is a per- 
son is shown by the use of His 
name. 

When 'we baptize a person, we 
baptize him in the name of the 
“Father, and the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit.” We use the name 
of the Spirit right along with the 
names of Jesus and of God. When 
we pronounce a_i benediction, 
which we get from the Bible, 
we again use the name of the 
Spirit in the same manner in 
which we use the name of God 
and of Christ. If the Holy Spirit 
is merely an influence, we would 
not mention Him along’ with 
these other two great names. God 
and Christ are Persons and we 
connect the Spirit’s name right 
along with their names because 
the Spirit is also a Person. 

(2) The fact that He is a per- 
son is shown by His appearances 
on earth. 

I see Jesus go down 
waters of the Jordan. John the 
Baptist baptizes Him beneath 
these waters. When He comes up 
out of the water the doors of 


into the 


Heaven open, a bright light 
shines upon Him, a flood of glory 
descends and rests upon. the 


sacred head of our Saviour. The 
Spirit came in the form of a 
dove, symbolizing gentleness and 
purity. The Spirit was seem by 
the brink of the river, even as 
Jesus came up out of the water, 
and as God spoke from Heaven. 

Some years later we s@€e a 
company of disciples in the upper 
room. Jesus has gone on to 
Heaven and these disciples are 
waiting fos the coming of the 
Spirit as promised by the Sav- 
iour. The sound of a rushing 
mighty wind suddenly fills the 
house, a bright light shines about 
them and cloven tongues as of 
fire sit upon each of them. This 
was a marvelous appearance of 
the Holy Spirit in Person. . An 
influence cannot appear nor can 
an influence be seen. The Holy 
Spirit was there in Person. 

(3) The fact that He is a per- 
son is shown by the personal char- 
acteristics ascribed to Him. 

a. Knowledge is ascribed to the 
Spirit. “ ... The things of God 
knoweth no man, but the Spirit 
of God” (I Cor. 2:11). 

b. Will is ascribed to the Spirit. 
The “Spirit ... dividing to every 
man severally as he will’ (I Cor. 
12:11). God has certain spiritual 
gifts for men. The Spirit wills 
that they should be given to cer- 
tain men and the Spirit does give 
them to certain men. 

c. Mind is ascribed to the Spirit. 
“He that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 


Spirit” (Rom...8:27). 
d. Power is ascribed to the 
Spirit. “Now the God of hope 


fill you with all joy and peace in 
believing, that ye may abound in 
hope, through the power of the 
Holy Ghost” (Rom. 15:13). Now 
we know that the Holy Spirit is 
a Person because He knows, He 
wills, He has power, and He ex- 
ercises the functions of a mind. 

(4) The fact that He is a per- 
son is shown by the acts and deeds 
ascribed to Him. 

a. In the first chapter of the 
Bible we read “that the Spirit 
brooded over the earth” and 
brought order out of- chaos. 
Once there was no order—the 
earth was like a valley of dark- 
ness under the shadow of death, 
It was then that God, the Holy 
Spirit, brooded over the earth. He 
sowed the seeds of life and 
brought forth every tree, every 
plant and every living thing. 

b. He inspired the writing of 
the Bible. “Holy men of old 
wrote as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.’ Moses wrote the 
Pentateuch, but the Holy Spirit 


moved his hand. David wrote the 
Psalms and Solomon wrote the 
Proverbs, but they were moved 
by the Holy Spirit. Isaiah and 
Jeremiah and others wrote the 
Old Testament prophecies, but 
they wrote only as they were in- 
spired by the Spirit. 

ce. He guided God's servants. 
In Jerusalem the Holy Spirit said 
to the church, ‘Separate me Paul 
and Barnabas and’ send them out 
upon a missionary journey.’ The 
Holy Spirit spoke to Peter and 
Said, ‘Go down to the centurion 
and preach the gospel of the 
Gentiles.’ The Holy Spirit spoke 
to Paul and said, ‘Don’t go back 
into Asia, but go over into Mace- 
donia.’ 

(5) The fact that He is a Per- 
son is shown by the fact that He 
is treated as a Person. 

a. The Spirit can be grieved. 


“Grieve not. the Holy Spirit” 
(Eph. 4:30). 
b. The spirit can be resisted. 


“Ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost” (Acts 7:51). 

c. The Holy Spirit can be lied 
to. Peter said to Ananias in Acts 
5:3, “Why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Holy Ghost?” 

All these facts teach us that 
the Holy Spirit is a Person. He is 
not an influence, not an attrib- 
ute, but a real Person. We are 
to think of Him, then, as a Per- 
son, and we are to seek to know 
Him and to give ourselves in full 
surrender to Him. 


*2. The Holy Spirit is God, the 
third Person of the Trinity. This 
is something that we will never 
fully understand—this mystery of 
God the Father, God the Son and 
God the Holy Spirit. We worship 
Him as one God, yet He is in 
three Persons. God the Father is 
the mind; God the Son is the 
Body; and God the §pirit is the 
soul. In the Trinity God is the 
Father, Christ is the Son, and 
the Holy Spirit is the mother. 

(1) The Spirit is shown to be 
God by the four divine attributes 
ascribed to Him. 

These attributes are Omnipot- 
ence, Omniscience, Omnipresence 
and Eternity. These attributes 
belong to God—they are also 
ascribed to the Holy Spirit, prov- 
ing to us that the Spirit is God. 

(2) The Holy Spirit is shown to 
be God by the three divine works 
which are ascribed to God only. 

Only God can create, yet in 
Job 33:4 we read, “The Spirit of 
God_ hath made me.” Only God 
can impart life, but we read that, 
“God .. . breathed into his nos- 
trils the breath of life;and man 
became a living soul.” This 
breath is God's Spirit. Only God 
can be the Author of divine 
prophecies, and yet we are told 
in II Peter 1:21 that “prophecy 
came not by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Spirit.” 
Only God can do these things, 
and yet the Holy Spirit does 
them, and so the Holy Spirit is 
God. 

(3) The Holy Spirit is shown 
to be God by the fact that the 
same passages in the Old Testa- 
ment which refer to God, in the 
New Testament refer to the Holy 
Spirit. 

(4) The Holy Spirit is shown to 
be God by the way in which His 
name is coupled with that of God 
and Christ in the formula for bap- 
tism and in the Bible benediction. 

The Spirit’s name is coupled 
in equality with that of the 
Father and the Son. 

Do you see who He is? He is 
a Person just as Jesus is a Per- 
son. He is God just as the heav- 
enly Father is God, even though 
He shows not Himself to any 
man. Jesus is not here in the 


flesh today, but the Holy Spirit, 


is here taking His place. He is 
a Person and He is God. 

Where is He today? Is He ly- 
ing idle? No. He is_ existent 
everywhere, but most of all and 
best of all He lives in the hearts 
of believers. He sees a weary soul 
and whispers, ‘Come unto Jesus 
and rest.’ He sees eyes that are 
filled with tears, and He wipes 
away the tears and bids the sad- 
dened heart to look to Jesus. He 
sees a tempest-tossed soul and 
speaks the word of consolation. 


He, conjoined with the Father 

and the Son, is working for the 

salvation of souls and the edifi- 

cation of the saints. He is a liv- 

ing being, a divine Person. 

Hi. What oDes the Holy Spirit De 
in the World? 

1. He convicts of sim. No man 
can do this—no minister can do 
it. The minister can come to you 
with the sharp blade of the truth 
and thrust it deep into your heart, 
but he cannot convict you of sin. 
Only the Holy Spirit can do this. 
A Christian goes to the home of 
a hardened sinner, a man who 
has no use for the gospel nor the 
church of God. He talks, he prays’ 


wit,, this sinher, he reads the 
Bible to him, he weeps over him. 
The sinner is saved. But the 


Christian did not do it. The con- 
viction came because of the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit. We are to 
do the best we can in soul-win- 
ning, but only the Holy Spirit 
can bring conviction. for sin. 
“And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment” 
(John 16:8), 

When you feel that you have 
sinned and that you want to be 
a Christian, when the weight of 
your guilt bears down upon you, 
the Holy Spirit is then convicting 
you and you should not resist 
Him. Yes, the Holy Spirit is a 
great convictor. 

2. He calls us to eternal Life. 
“The Spirit and the bride say, 
Come” (Rev. 22:17). He _ calls 
men out of their sin—He calls 
them to eternal life. He is calling 
in many ways even now. It i6 
He who puts the desire for Heav- 
en and eternal life in the human 
heart. 

8. He regenerates. To be saved 
a man must be born of the Spirit. 
The Holy Spirit alone can give 
you a new birth. God makes man, 
the Devil unmakes him, and the 
Spirit remakes him. God recre- 
ates, the Devil destroys, and the 
Spirit recreates. He takes away 


the old life and gives the new 
life. 
4. He seals us unto the day 


of redemption. “ ... The holy 

Spirit of God whereby ye _ are 

sealed unto the day of redemp- 
(Continued on Page 6) 
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tion” (Eph. 4:30), A man makes 
out his will, a seal is put upon it. 
When he dies the will is opened 
up. When we come to Christ the 
Holy Spirit seals us. No man on 
earth can break that seal for 
when He seals us unto the day of 
redemption He causes us to be- 
come the children of God forever 
and ever. 

5. He causes us to remember. 
“But the Comforter, which is the 


Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you” 
(John 14:26). Memory is a won- 
derful thing. We often return to 
a higher and better life because 


of the magical workings of mem- 
ory. Jesus wanted us to remem- 
ber. He wanted us to remember 
the things that He said and did 
while He was here, and so He 
sent the Holy Spirit to cause us 
to remember. When we come to 
celebrate the Lord’s Supper, the 
Holy Spirit broods over this me- 
morial meal, causing us to re- 
member that Jesus died and that 
He is coming again. We are 
prone to forget all that Christ 
has done for us, but the Spirit 
often reminds us of His sacrifice, 
thus causing us to love. Him 
more and more. 

6. He teaches us God's 
Jesus said, “He will teach you 
all things.” The real Christian 
wants you to know the will of 
God. The Spirit in his heart 
teaches him this will. Jesus 
Christ was the greatest Teacher 
that the world has ever known, 
but when He went away He said, 
‘IT am going to send you another 
Teacher—one who is infallible— 
one who will lead you in all 
truth.’ If you want to know to 
what church you should belong, 
let the Spirit teach you. If you 
want to know how to be baptized, 
let the Spirit teach you. If you 
want to know how much money 
to give to Christ’s kingdom, let 
the Spirit teach you. If you are 
in doubt about anything, let the 
Spirit teach you. The Holy Spirit 
never makes a mistake, and He 
will teach you God’s will if you 
will give Him the chance. 

7. He comforts in time of sor- 
rew. Jesus said, “I will send you 
a Comforter.” In the hours of 
our Sorrow our friends and loved 
ones do their best to comfort us, 
but after all the Holy Spirit is 
the great Comforter. When we sit 
im the shadows, He is the only 
One who can give comfort to our 
broken hearts. 

Sometime ago I wag riding on 
a train through the mountains. 
The sun was shining brightly and 
the light was streaming into 
every shadow. In a few minutes 
the porter came in and turned the 
lights on in the car. I wondered 
why he was turning on _ these 
lights when there’ was so much 
light on the outside. It didn’t 
take me long to learn the reason. 
In a few minutes the train 
plunged into the darkness of a 
tunnel. If we had not had the 
lights on the inside we would 
have been in total darkness, The 
noonday light of the world may 
be shining brightly into your life 
right now, but what will you do 
when you are plunged into the 
hour of sorrow and darkness? 
You need a light on the inside— 
you need the Holy Spirit. They 
tell us time is a great healer, but 
the Holy Spirit is a swrer and 
greater Comforter. 

Some years ago a friend of 
mine, a splendid Christian man, 
lay dying. He called his wife and 
children to the bedside, told each 
of them good-by, gave them some 
kindly advice and then offered 
& prayer with them before he 
died. As they went down into 
their Gethsemane of sorrow there 
was no murmur nor bitterness 
which came into their hearts. 
They felt the Holy Spirit by their 
side, comforting their hearts. 
There are others who, when they 
have a deep sorrow, can find no 
comfort. They do not know which 
way to turn because they do not 
know the great comfort of the 


will. 


Holy Spirit. Oh, sorrowing one, 
lean thy heart upon His bosom. 
He will give you comfort! 

8. He gives us power to over- 


come the Devil. I have heard 
many men say, “I haven't power 
to live the Christian life.” No 
man can in himself ever find 
that power. It must come from 
above. When we go to Him and 
ask for help He guarantees a 
power which is greater than the 
power of Satan. 


9. He empowers us for service. 
A man stands to preach. the 
blessed gospel. The power of God 
is upon him, and souls are blessed 


and saved. Where did he get that 
spiritual power? ‘Did he receive 
it along with his college degree? 
No. Did he receive it from his 
books Or seminary training? No. 
That power came from above. 


The Holy Spirit is the One who 
empowers usS for service. Let a 
man try to preach in his own 
power and he simply beats the 
air. Every true preacher knows 
what I am talking about. We 
must serve in His power or we 
have no power at all. We cannot 
win men with our own words or 
our own wisdom. We need the 
power of the Holy Spirit. If you 
feel weak as you attempt His 
service, just remember that He 
has promised that the Holy Spirit 
will be your power. 

Here in the church we have 
a number of brilliant’ electric 
lights. There is absolutely no 
power in the electric bulbs, nor 
in the wiring, nor in the fila- 
ments, yet I can push the switch 
on the wall and the church is 
flooded with light. This means 
that back yonder behind the elec- 
tric fixtures and the wire there 
is a great power which furnishes 
this illumination. There is no 
power in you and me apart from 
the Holy Spirit. There is no spir- 
itual power in our brains and 
bodies and hearts. But in Him 
there ig great power and if we 
surrender these instruments to 
Him, He can flood the world 
with a great spiritual light. 

Christians, the Holy Spirit is a 
Person. Do you really and truly 
know Him. Does he have an in- 
fluence in your life? You may 
‘know Him through prayer and 
through the surrender of your- 
self to Him. “If ye then, being 
evil, know how to give good gifts 
unto your children: how much 
more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask him?” (Luke 11:13). 

The Holy Spirit is not a power 
for you to use, but a power to 
use you. The question is not how 
much of Him do you have, but 
how much of you does He have? 
If you will make a full surrender 
to Him, out of you will flow 
spiritual power and blessing for 
the world. 

To the sinner I would say, 
Don’t trifle with the Holy Spirit. 
Blasphemy against the Father 
and Son may be forgiven, but 
blasphemy against the Holy Spir- 
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it can never be forgiven. I don’t 
know what all of this means, the 
great theologians do not know, 
but I do know this; if He call: 
you, you are not to go on in your 
Sin, you are not to reject His 
call. If you heed not His call, you 
are treading on dangerous | 
ground. If the Holy Spirit con- | 
victs you of sin, I urge you tec | 
listen to Him and to turn to the |

They 
were to seek the peace of the 
cities where they dwelt. For 
though they were in captivity and 
in sore reproach because of their 
sins, yet God loved them still and 
meant to do for them great things 
in the future. ‘He had told them 
that He had for them thoughts of 
peace and not of evil—to give 
them the expected end and deliv- 
erance. Then He gave to them 
this remarkable text:

today as it was then. God’s way- 
ward and backslidden and power- 
less people can have again the 
favor of God when again they 
search for Him with all their 
hearts! 


The abomination of this mod- 
ern day is that God’s people do 
not really seek God with all their 
hearts, 


We have an abundance of 
preaching. There is preaching in 
the churches, there is preaching 
over the radio, there is preaching 
and teaching of the Word by the 
printed page. Much of it is sound 
Bible preaching, some of it is 
really eloquent preaching, learned 
preaching, logical preaching. But, 


alas, most of it is not whole- 
hearted preaching! All kinds of 
church work is going on. Much 


money is given, many songs: are 
sung, many organizations are 
formed; Bible classes are taught, 
suppers are given. But in nearly 
all of our labor for God there is a 
half-heartedness, an abominable 
lukewarmness that God hates! 


Preachers and people complain 
that we cannot have _ revivals. 
They think the world has gotten 


too hard for God. They say that 
Sinners cannot be reached. The), 
Say that great mass movements 


resulting in the conversion of hun- 
dreds and thousands of souls are 
impossible. But the plain, simple 
act is that revivals are impossi- 
ble simply haif- 


because we are 


nearted. The conversion of sin- 
ners is rare because we do not 
search for God with all ou 
hearts. Our passionless, power- 
less, tearless living and preaching 
never upset our lives. We do not 


seek God with a holy abandon. 
We never go at this business of 
having revivals and saving souls 
as if it were really the most im- 
portant business in the world 
more important than eating or 
sleeping, more important than 
jobs or loved ones or health or 
life, itself! 


Things do not happen to us that 
happened to Bible Christians. We 
are never killed, we are never 
thrown in jail, we are rarely hat- 
ed, we are not outcasts for Christ. 
We do not do the things that 
Bible Christians did. We do not 
pray all night, nor fast for days, 
nor weep day and night, as many 
Bible Christians did. We do not 
search for God with all our 
hearts, 


God is as ready to hear our 
prayers and to give blessed re- 
vivals now as ever. And if we 
will set out to seek for God with 
all our hearts and souls, following 
the pattern of Bible Christians, 
then we can have God’s abundant 
blessing as they had. It will be 
true that “Then shall ye call upon 
me, and ye shall go and pray un- 
to me, and I will hearken unto 
you. And ye shall seek me, and 
find me, when ye shall search for 
me with all your heart.” 


God still has revivals to give, 
but the price is the same now 
as it was in Bible times. God’s 
people can have God’s mighty 
power and the outflowing of His 
blessing now as Bible Christians 
did, but they must have it on ex- 
actly the same terms; they must 
really search for God with all 
their hearts.

o tell of the bombing of Bristol 
and God’s preservation of the 
Shristians. 

From here we go to Westmin- 
ster Chapel, Dr. G. Campbell 
Morgan’s great church, London, 
Oct. 12th to 19th: then to Car- 
diff, Wales, Nov. 3rd to 6th. Af- 
ter that to Belfast, Nov. 9th to 
14th; then to Dundee, Scotland, 
Nov. 17th to 2ist. After that to 
Edinburgh, November 23rd _ to 
Dec. 4th; then to Portsmouth, 
Dec. 7th to 13th. 

Let me thank everyone who is 
praying. The work is most diffi- 
cult. England has suffered a se- 
vere shock spiritually. Young 
people are not in evidence. Unless 
God does something unusual, 
there will be very few Christians 
left in a few years time.
